To  the  Chairman  and  Members,  of  the  Urban  District  Council 

of  Stretford. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  vour  consideration 

t/ 

my  Fourteenth  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary  condition 
of  your  District.  This  report  deals  with  the  vital  statistics 
for  the  year  under  consideration,  and  also*  gives  in  Table  I. 
a  summary  of  the  births  and  deaths  which  have  taken  place 
in  vour  District  since  the  last  census.  I  also  draw  vour

attention  to  the  sanitary  work  which  has  been  completed, 
and  to  that  which  is  still  under  consideration. 

Population. 

The  population  of  your  District  is  sO'  rapidly  increasing 
that  it  becomes  a  difficult  matter  to  estimate  correctly, 
but  I  think  that  28,600  is  as  near  the  mark  as  it  is  possible 
to  get. 

Birth  Rate. 

Six  hundred  and  twenty-six  births  (males  319,  females 
307)  have  been  registered  by  the  local  Registrar  during 
the  year.  This  is  equivalent  to  an  annual  birth  rate  of 
2P8  per  1,000,  which  is  exactly  the  same  as  for  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year. 

B 
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Death  Kate. 

The  total  luiinber  of  deaths  registered  in  your  District 
were  424  (males  201,  females  22d),  which  gives  a  death 
rate  of  14°7  of  persons  who  actually  died  in  your  District. 

Kut  this  death  rate  has  to  be  corrected,  as  11  deaths 
occurred  in  your  District  of  non-residents,  and  have  to  be 
deducted.  On  the  other  hand,  17  deaths  occurred  at  the 
Patricroft  Workhouse  and  11  in  the  Ladywell  Sanatorium 
of  persons  who  had  been  removed,  and  12  were  registered  in 
Manchester,  having  occurred  in  the  various  public  institu¬ 
tions,  making  a  total  of  40  Avhich  must  be  added.  This 
gives  a  corrected  death  rate  of  15”8,  which  is  the  same  as 
in  the  previous  year.

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This  table  shows  that  the  death  rate  is  the  same  as  last 
year,  both  years  being  in  excess  of  previous  years,  due  to 
the  fact  that  I  am  getting  a  more  correct  return  of  deaths 
of  Stretford  residents  in  outlying  districts. 

Through  the  inter-communication  of  the  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  I  have  been  able  to  obtain  coiTect  statistics,  but 
I  consider  that  your  Registrar  should  be  instructed  to 
make  inquiries,  when  a.  death  is  registered,  as  to  how 
long  the  deceased  has  lived  in  the  District,  for  it  is  possible 
that  my  return  may  include  the  deaths  of  persons  who 
have  been  only  a,  sliort^  time  resident',  suchi  as.  visitors!, 
and  these  ought  not  to  be  included  in  my  return.

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To  this  number  must  be  added  the  deaths  which  occurred 
at  public  institutions,  and  at  private  residences  outside 
your  District,  of  residents  in  your  District. 

Deaths  of  children  under  one  year  were  at  the  rate  of 
148*5  per  1,000  births,  whilst  for  1899  the  rate  was  152*8 
per  1,000  births.  These  figures  show  that  your  infant 
mortality  is  improving,  anti  is  below  the  average  for  the 
County. 

Particulars  and  causes  of  all  deaths  and  the  districts  in 
which  they  occurred  are  given  on  Table  IV.  appended  lo  this 
report. 

Zymotic  Death  Rate. 

Fortv  deaths  were  caused  bv  the  common  zymotic 

e  «/ 

diseases,  and  13  deaths  by  diarrhoea,  making  the  total  53 
from  zymotic  diseases.  The  zymotic  death  rate  is  there¬ 
fore  1*8  per  1,000,  as  against  Pt  per  1,000  for  the  previous 
year.

Small  Pox. 

One  case  of  small  pox  was  notified,  but  on  further  investi¬ 
gation  it  was  proved  to  be  a  case  of  cliicken  pox. 

Measles. 

Two  hundred  and  ninety-nine  cases  were  reported,  of 
which  seven  proved  fatal — five  in  Talbot  Ward  and  two  in 
the  Cornbrook  Ward.  In  1899,  108  cases  were  reported, 
of  which  three  proved  fatal. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

One  hundred  and  ten  cases  were  re[)orted,  of  which  two 
proved  fatal  at  patient’s  lioinei  and  eight  in  hospital.  In 
1899  52  cases  were  refiorted.

Diphtheria. 

Fifteen  cases  were  reported,  of  which  eight  proved  fatal, 
six  at  patient’s  hoines  and  two  in  hospital.  In  1899,  12 
cases  were  reported,  none  of  which  were  fatal. 

Membranous  Croup. 

Three  cases  were  reported,  none  of  which  proved  fatal, 
whereas  last  year  four  cases  were  reported,  two  of  which 
were  fatal. 

AVhooping  Cough. 

Whooping'  cough  is  not  notihable  in  your  District,  but 
seven  deaths  were  caused  by  this  disease,  whereas  last  year 
four  cases  proved  fatal. 

Typhoid  Fever. 

Twenty  cases  were  reported,  two  proving  fatal  at 
patient’s  homes  aud  three  in  hospital.

Krysipelas. 

Twenty-three  cases  were  reported,  three  proving  fatal. 
Last  year  17  cases  'were  notilied,  and,  two  were  fatal,

Puerperal  Fever. 

No  cases  were  reported'  this  year,  whereas  there  were  two 
fatal  cases  last  year. 

Diarrhcea. 

Thirteen  cases  of  diarriima.  proved  fatal  this  year,  whereas 
last  vear  there  were  28  deaths. 

Epidemic  Influenza. 

Influenza  caused  It  deatlisi :  last  year  12  deaths  were 
registered  as  having  been  caused  by  this  disease. 

New  Cases  of  Sickness. 

Appended  to  this  Peport  is  Table  III.,  giving  all  the  cases 
which  have  been  reported  to  the  Medical  Oflicer  of  Health 
under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act  of  1889,  and 
tlie  districts  in  which  they  occurred.

During  the  y^ear  we  have  removed  83  cases  to  the  Lady- 
well  Sanatorium,  whereas  last  year  29  were  removed.  The

Bacteriological  Examinations. 

I  am  glad  to  see  that  medical  practitioners  are  making 
more  use  of  the  facilities  offered  bv  your  Council  for  the 
early  diagnosis  of  typhoid  feyer,  diphtheria,  and  tuber¬ 
culosis.  This  year  seven  examinations  were  made  in 
diphtheria,  giving  six  }X)sitive  results.  Eleven  examina¬ 
tions  were  made  in  typhoid  fever  cases,  giving  seven  positive 
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results.  Three  examinations  of  sputum  for  tubercle  were 
made,  all  giving  positive  results. 

Prevention  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

Every  effort  is  made  by  your  Sanitary  staff  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  infectious  diseases.  It  is  gratifying  to  see 
that  the  objection  to  the  isolation  in  the  Ladywell 
Sanitorium  is  being  gradually  overcome. 

Unfortunately  a  case  which  had  been  removed  from  the 
Clifford  Ward  was  returned  as  convalescent,  and  we  had  a 
small  epidemic,  which  could  be  traced  to  this  case.  This 
was  reported  to  the  authorities,  and  I  trust  it  will  not 
occur  again.  I  feel  sure  that  every  carei  is  taken  by  the 
Medical  Superinendent  of  the  Sanatoriunii  to  prevent  cases 
being  dismissed  from  the  hospital  while  infective. 

The  use  of  the  galvanised  air-tight  pails,  which  were 
provided  at  the  end  of  last  year,  have  proved  eminently 
useful  in  typhoid  cases  nursed  at  home. 

Sewage  Farm  Nuisances. 

I  have  again  tO'  report  that  numerous  complaints  were 
received,  in  the  Urmston  Lane  and  Edge  Lane  Districts, 
of  offensive  smells  emanating  from  the  Moss  Side  and 
Withington  Sewage  Farms.  I  made  special  investigations 
in  this  matter,  and  wrote  a  special  report,  which  was  for¬ 
warded  to  the  Local  Government  Board.  I  under¬ 
stand  that  steps  have  l)een  taken  l>y  the  Moss  Side 
and  Withington  Councils  to  remedy  these  evils,  but,  of 
course,  I  shall  keep  these  farms  under  observation  during 
the  warm  months  of  the  present  year. 

Cow  Sheds  and  Dairies. 

The  efforts  made  by  your  Sanitary  officials  to  improve  the 
conditions  of  the  cow  sheds  in  Amur  District  liave  been 

t 

croAvned  with  great  success.  More  air  space  has  lieen  pro¬ 
vided,  the  floors  are  of  impeiwious  material,  and  the 
shippons  are  better  lighted  ;  they  are  lime  Avashed  at  regular 
intervals,  and  are,  in  fact,  now  in  a  most  satisfactory  con- 


ditioii.  The  wishes  of  your  Council  have  been  met  l>y 
Sir  Humphrey  de  Trafford  and  his  Agent  with  most  cordial 
co-operation.  All  these  alterations,  which  must  have  cost 
a  large  sum  of  money,  have  taken  place  without  the 
slightest  friction,  and  I  consider  that  the  cow  sheds  in  your 
District  are  a  model  to  any  District  Council.  The  air 
space  for  each  cow  is  in  new  cow  sheds  800  cubic  feet,  and 
in  old  cow  sheds  600  cubic  feet.  The  water  supply  is  good ; 
but  in  one  case,  where  there  was  a  pond  from  which  cows 
could  drink,  being  doubtful  of  the  purity  of  the  water,  I 
had  a  sample  taken  and  analysed  by  the  County  Analyst, 
who  certified  that  it  was  dangerously  polluted  with  sewage 
matter.  Notice  was  served  on  the  owner  to  rail  the  pond 
round. 

There  are  17  cow  sheds  in  your  District,  all  of  which  are 
registered,  and  in  each  cow  shed  a  notice  board  is  being 
fixed  which  cciitifies  that  the  cow  shed  in  question  is 
registered  for  the  reception  of  a  cei'tain  number  of  cows. 

There  are  also  59  milk  shops. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  eight  slaughter  houses  in  vour  District,  the 
condition  of  which  is  satisfactory.  These  premises  are 
regularly  visited  ;  14,240  head  of  cattle,  and  4,366  sheep 
have  been  slaughtered  at  the  Lairages  in  connection  with 
the  Foreign  Animals’  Wharf  at  Mode  Wheel.  All  the  car¬ 
cases  are  inspected,  and  wliej]  jmur  Inspector  finds  a  doubt¬ 
ful  carcase,  he  informs  me,  and  I  inspect  it,  sometimes 
calling  in  the  assistance  of  vour  Veterinarv  Surgeon. 

Laundries. 

Another  laundry  has  been  added  to  the  number  in  your 
District,  and  these  have  all  been  periodically  visited  and 
found  satisfactory. 

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  of  your  District  is  received  mainly 
from  the  Manchester  5Yaterworks.  The  water  from  the  few 
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remaining  wells  will  be  tested  during  the  present  year,  and 
if  found  polluted  steps  will  be  taken  to  have  them  closed. 

Bakehouses. 

There  are  30  bakehouses  in  the  District;  some  of  them 
require  more  light  and  ventilation.  The  necessary  altera¬ 
tions  in  some  of  these  bakehouses  is  not  progressing  as 
satisfactorily  as  I  should  like.  I  called  the  attention  of 
your  Council  tO'  this  matter  some  time  ago,  but  the  altera¬ 
tions  have  now  begain ;  one  bakehouse  having  been  pro¬ 
vided  with  additional  ventilation.  The  brick  floor  has 
been  removed  and  replaced  by  one  of  concrete.  The  drains 
have  been  removed  from  inside  to  without  the  building, 
and  are  provided  with  an  intercepting  trap. 

Streams  akd  Waterways. 

The  Ship  Canal  has  been  very  much  less  offensive  during 
the  year.  We  have  received  numerous  complaints  of  a 
nuisance  from,  the  stream  into  which  the  effluent  flows 
from  the  Withington  Sewage  Farm. 

Sewage  Farm. 

I  have  on  several  occasions  visited  the  Sewage  Farm, 
and  found  the  work  carried  on  most  satisfactorily.  The 
effluent  has  been  examined  nine  times  during  the  year, 
and  gave  an  average  of  0’41  grains,  per  gallon  oxygen 
absorbed  in  a  four  hours’  test. 

Refuse  Destructor. 

The  refuse  destructor  has  worked  well  during  the  year. 
The  emission  from  the  chimney  of  partially  charred  paper, 
about  which  we  had  complaints,  has  been  remedied.  I 
trust  that  the  steps  taken  will  prove  tO'  be  permanently 
satisfactory.  During  the  year  27  ventilating  shafts  have 
been  erected,  and  the  outlets  of  24  drains  have  been  dis¬ 
connected  from  the  main  sewer  by  the  interposition  of 
disconnecting  traps;  133  privies  and  80  ashpits  have  been 
replaced  by  124  pedestal  closets,  and  the  provision  of 
dry  ash  places  and  galvanised  dustbins, 
c 
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Prosecutions. 

During  the  year  44  prosecutions  have  taken  place  under 
various  Acts— 35  in  connection  with  the  firing  of  chimneys 
and  offences  against  the  Hackney  Coach  Bye-laws,  one 
against  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Order  of 
this  Council,  two  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  and  seven 
under  the  Public  Health  Act  of  1875. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

During  the  year  52  samples  were  taken  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  and  submitted  to  analysis  ;  three  were  found 
to  be  adulterated.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  beer  had  been 
found  to  be  adulterated  within  the  Citv  of  Manchester,  I 
had  eight  samples  taken  from  various  beer  retailers  in 
your  District,  and  submitted  to  the  County  .Analyst,  who 
reported  that  they  were  all  genuine  and  free  from  arsenic. 
I  am  glad  to  say  that  no  cases  of  arsenical  poisoning  have 
occurred  in  your  District. 

Overcrowding. 

The  overcrowding  in  your  District  is  on  the  increase, 
and  steps  must  shortly  be  taken  to  remedy  this  evil.  I 
wrote  a  special  report  on  this  matter,  which  Avas  submitted 
to  the  Sanitary  Committee,  and  Avhich  I  append  :  —

Report  on  Overcrowding  in  the  Urban  Sanitary  District 

OF  Stretford. 

Gentlemen, 

For  some  years  I  have  di’awn  the  attention  of  the  Sanitary 
Committee  to  the  overcrowding  Avhich  exists  in  Stretford, 
and  to  the  Avant  of  cottages  for  the  labouring  classes. 

1  have  repeatedly  had  consultations  with  the  Chairman 
of  the  Sanitary  Committee  on  this  subject,  and  also  in 
regard  to  the  back-to-back  houses  which!  exist  at  the  village 
end  of  the  district. 
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The  Censusi  for  sanitary  piirpoises  in  1899  reivealed 
overcrowding";  I  have  had  another  Censns  taken  sO'  that 
the  Council  may  have  the  facts  iip'  tO'  date. 

You  are,  I  feel  sure,  satisfied  that  the  dangers  to  health 
are  many  in  overcrowded  tenements.  The  difficulty  of 
preventing  thei  spread  of  zymotic  disease  will  be:  evident 
•  to  anyone.  Consumption  is  spread  rapidly  where  there 
is  overcrowding,  besides  which  the  children — especially 
young  children — suffer  considerably,  as  they  have  no  chance 
of  growing  to  healthy  adults  when,  at.  the;  mosti  important 
time  of  their  growth  they  are  breathing  the  most  vitiated 
atmosphere. 

It  has  been  proved  that  in  back-to-back  houses  the  death 
rate  is  higher  than  in  through  houses:  In  Salford  it'  was 
shown  that  the  death  was  26d  in  blocks  of  property  which 
were  not  back-to-back  houses,  whilst  in  property  which 
had  50  per  cent  of  back-to-back  houses  the  death  rate  was 
37-3. 

In  1893  the  Local  Board  took  action  under  the  Housing 
of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890,  part  1  and  2,  and  then 
demolished  the  area  known  as  the  “  Diamond  Court  Area  ” 
and  constructed  the  Crossford  Buildings. 

I  am  glad  to  state  that  it  will  be  unnecessary  tO'  ecsercise 
these  powers  again,  as  there  are  no  unhealthy  areas  to^  clear. 

I  did  hope  that  this  scheme  would  have  relieved  the 
overcrowding,  which  it  did  to  a  certain  eixtent'  at  the  time, 
but  the  population  of  the  district  increases  rapidly,  and 
at  the  present'  time  overcrowding  iS'  causing  a  great  danger 
'to  the  dist'rict. 

I  understand  that  the  number  of  houses  built  in  your 
township  from  May,  1895,  to  May,  1900,  is  1,500.  Of 
these  70  are  at  a  minimum  rent  of  6s.  3d.  in  Corse  Hill 
district,  and  30  in  Trafford  Park  at  6s.  per  week.  No 
provision  has  thereby  been  made  for  the  labouring  classes 
whose  wages  range  from  18s.  tO'  25s.  per  week,  a'S  it  is 
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with  this  class  of  people  where  overcrowding  is  most 
prevalent. 

I  have  found  it  impossible  to  recommend  action  to 
convert  the  back-to-back  houses  in  the  village  end  of  your 
district  into  through  houses,  as  there  is  no>  aiccommodation 
for  the  displaced  families. 

If  they  had  been  turned  out  they  would  have^  been  • 
homeless,  so^  would  have  increased  the  already  existing 
overcrowding. 

I  cannot  recommend  the  Council  to  repeat  the  plan  of 
construction  which  was  adopted  in  the  Crossford  Dwellings, 
as  even  in  the  largest  of  them  (3-room  tenements)  the 
living  room  in  some  instances  has  to  be  used  as  a  bedrodVn. 

In  my  opinion  the  desirable  home  for  ai  working  man  is 
one  which  has  three  sleeping  rooms,  one  for  husband  and 
wife,  and  one  for  the  children,  of  each,  sex. 

I  therefore  trust  the  Council  will  give  this  matter  early 
consideration  with  the  view  to  the  adoption  of  a,  scheme 
to  effectively  mitigate  the  present  state  of  overcrowding, 
which  will  assume  more  serious  proportions  unless  early 
action  is  taken.

The  Chairman  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  also  reported 
extensively  on  the  erection  of  artisans’  dwellings  within  the 
township.  It  was  resolved  that  a  Sub-Committee  be 
appointed  with  the  power  to  engage  such  architectural 
assistance  and  to  visit  such  places  as  will  enable  them  to 
arrive  at  an  efficient  and  modern  scheme.  This  scheme 
when  completed,  will,  I  trust,  remedy  the  more  permanent 
overcrowding.  But  there  is  another  overcrowding,  by 
what  I  should  call  the  floating  population — i.e.,  the  harvest- 
men  and  other  working  men  who  come  to  the  district 
temporarily.  This  should  be  met  by  adopting  the  section 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  which  deals  with  the 
question  of  houses  let  in  lodgings.  In  the  early  part  of 
the  year  1899  I  drew  up  some  draft  regulations  for  this 
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purpose,  and  I  consider  that  this  scheme  should  be  pushed 
forward  because  it  is  in  the  summer  that  these  lodgings  are 
more  particularly  wanted. 

Anti-Diphtheritic  Serum. 

I  wish  to  again  remind  medical  practitioners  that  anti- 
diphtheritic  serum  is  supplied  from  the  Council  Offices, 
Talbot  Road,  for  use  in  your  District,  both  for  treatment 
and  as  a  protection  to  those  cases  which  are  being  exposed 
to  infection. 

Sanitary  State  of  the  District  at  the  End  of 

THE  Year. 

Dmdng  the  latter  part  of  the  year  we  have  experienced 
an  increase  of  the  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and 
measles  in  your  District,  but  I  am  glad  to  state  that  at  the 
present  time  there  is  a  marked  decrease  of  the  number  of 
cases  of  measles,  and  a  slight  decrease  in  the  scarlet  fever 
cases. 

The  fact  that  the  parents  are  overcoming  their  objections 
to  the  removal  of  their  children  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
materially  assists  your  sanitary  staff  in  arresting  the 
progress  of  the  spread  of  infectiousi  disease. 

The  general  sanitary  work  has  progressed  favourably 
during  the  year;  the  substitution  of  the  water-carriage 
system  for  the  old  privy  and  ashpit  cannot  but  be  con¬ 
ducive  to  the  health  of  the  District. 

The  Inspectors  attend  at  the  Offices  every  morning  from 
9  to  10,  after  which  time  they  leave  for  their  outside  duties. 
Therefore  all  complaints  should  be  made  before  the  above 
last-mentioned  hour,  otherwise  they  may  not  receive  atten^ 
tion  that  day,  unless  it  is  a  matter  of  emergency. 

Particulars  of  inspections,  sanitary  work  done,  nuisances 
removed,  and  other  information  concerning  the  work  of  the 
Sanitary  Department,  will  be  found  in  Inspector  Nuttall’s 
report  appended.

I  have  miieli  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  con¬ 
sideration  my  Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  work  done  in 
the  Sanitary  and  Hackney  Coach  Departments  during  the 
year  ended  December  -list,  1900. 

Bearing  in  mind  a  suggestion  made  when  my  last  Annual 
Report  was  under  consideration,  I  have  not,  as  in  previous 
reviews,  entered  into  the  various  details  of  cases  of 
nuisances,  and  of  the  supervision  of  the  work  required  to 
place  houses,  schools,  factories,  and  other  premises  in  a 
sanitary  condition  which  during  the  year  were'  found  to 
be  insanitary.  This  information  can  be  obtained  by  your 
Council  from  the  Sanitary  Department. 

In  prejDaring  this  report  each  branch  of  the  work  devol¬ 
ving  upon  the  above  departments  has  been  placed  under 
proper  headings.  This  classification  of  the  work  will,  I  trust, 
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enable  comparisons  to  be  made  with  similar  tables  con¬ 
tained  in  the  reviews  of  previous  years. 

The  tabulated  statements  ha  vino-  reference  to  the 
Cleansing  Departments  will  bear  faA'oiirable  comparison 
with  similar  ones  of  previous  years ;  whilst  a  decrease  will 
be  seen  in  the  table  under  the  heading  of  Hacknev  Coach

Department. 

An  additional  table  has  been  added,  which  gives  the 
number  of  the  different  types  of  Eefuse  lleceptacles  emptied 
monthly  from  each  Ward. 

I  have  again  prepared  two  tables  of  tlie  work  done  at 
the  Destructor  during  the  past  year,  which  will.

The  abo've  tahulaited  statement  shows  that  -470  cases  of 
infectious  disease  haw©  been  certified  tO'  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  In  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  the 
Medical  Ofiicer’  at  once  notifies  the  sa.mei  tu  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  and  rec|uests  that  every  endeavour  should  be  made 
to  trace  the  origin  of  the  disease ;  these  investigations  tire 
forthivith  reported  to  your  Medical  Ofiicer,  and  if  he  con¬ 
siders  that  further  inquiries  are  advisable  he  gives  his 
instructions  accordingly. 

As  soon  as  convenient  after  the  convalescence  of  each 
case  of  infectious  disease  (except  measles)  an  inspection  as 
to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises  is  then  made, 
and  if  any  defects  are  found  to  exist  notice  to  remedy  the 
same  is  served  upon  the  owner  or  occupier. 
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Tlie  notification  of  the  above  cases  has  entailed  754  visits 
to  be  made  by  the  sanitary  staff;  and  during’  the  year  252 
certificates  have  l)een  sent  to  the  various  schools  in  respect 
of  children  being  absent  in  consequence  of  one  or  more 
members  of  the  family  having  been  notified  as  suffering 
from  an  infectious  disease.

The  total  number  of  articles  disinfected  at  the  Sanitaiq' 
Depot  is  given  in  the  above  tabulated  statement.  If  a 
comparison  be  made  with  that  of  1899  it  will  be  seen  that 
for  the  year  nmler  review  591  more  articles  have  been 
disinfected. 

I  am  very  glad  to  report  that  during  the  year  I  litivc  not 
received  a  single  comphiint  of  any  damage  done  to  any  of 
tlie  1,494  articles  subjected  to  disinfection. 

One  himdred  and  twelve  lots  of  liedding  have  been  dis¬ 
infected  since  my  last  annual  report  at  a  cost  of  T8  I. 3s. 
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for  the  hire  of  a  lioise  for  the  ambulance.  Before  the 
erection  of  the  Steam  Dininfector  the  charges  (without 
hire  of  horse)  for  this  service  would  have  cost  the  Council 
over 

Fifty-four  mattrasses  from  infected  houses  have  been 
destroyed  during  the  past  year  at  the  Sanitary  Depot. 

The  repairs  and  maintenance  of  the  Steam  Disinfector 
have  been  very  slight.

During  the  year  under  review  (as  shown  by  the  above 
tabulated  statement)  192  rooms  have  been  disinfected. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  the  paper  has  been 
removed  from  the  walls  of  87  rooms  where  scarlet  fever 
has  taken  place;  these  walls  were  afterwards  washed  down 
with  a  solution  of  disinfecting  fluid. 
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It  may  not  be  within  your  Committee's  knowledge  that 
carbolic  powder  and  disinfecting  fluid  is  supplied  free  to 
all  ratepayers  on  application  to  the  Sanitary  Department ; 
also  frequent  application  has  been  made  by  persons  from 
infected  houses  for  carbolic  soap,  as  some  authorities 
supply  the  same  gratis.  I  mention  this  for  your  considera¬ 
tion. 

Twenty-eight  schoolrooms  have  been  disinfected  during 
the  past  year.  This  number  does  not  include  all  die 
schoolrooms,  and  I  would  suggest  that  all  such  rooms  be 
disinfected  during  the  summer  holidays  every  year,  by 
arrangement  with  the  school  authorities.

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The  advantage  of  applying  the  smoke  or  hydraulic  test 
to  the  drains  of  old  'proper ti/  will  be  found  to  be  justified 
on  reference  to  the  above  table,  which  shows  that  much 
beneficial  work  has  been  done  during  the  past  year 
in  detecting  defective  drains  and  disclosing  bad  workman¬ 
ship. 

The  foregoing  statenierit  shows  that  773  drains  have 
been  tested  in  conneotion  with  old  property,  and  that 
493  of  those  showed  defects  ;  this  is  equal  tO'  a 
little  ower  52  per  cent.  Twenty-five  tests  havei  been 
made  to  sanitary  fittings  of  old  property,  seven  of  which, 
or  28  per  cent,  were  defective.  These  tests  have  disclosed 
defects  not  only  in  the  joints  but  also  in  the  body  of  the 
pipes,  due  either  to  fire  cracks,  sand  cracks,  or  damaged 
pipes.  Wherever  possible  in  old  property  the  hydraulic 
test  is  applied. 

Five  hundred  and  twenty-one  tests  have  been  applied  to 
the  drains  of  new  property  during  the  year.  Of  that 
number  190  were  defective  from  various  causes,  which  is 
equal  to  36  per  cent.  The  test  applied  to  drains  of  new 
property  is  the  smoke  test  (by  rocket),  yet  the  above  })er- 
centage  has  been  observed.  Were  it  not  for  the  difficulty 
of  obtaining  a  supply  of  water,  and  to  the  length  of  time 
occupied  in  filling  the  pipes,  it  would  be  more  satisfactory 
to  liave  such  drains  subjected  to  the  hydraulic  test,  which 
is  more  reliable  than  any  other. 

t 

In  connection  with  sanitary  fittings  of  new  property  50 
tests  have  been  made,  and  in  nine  instances  defects  were 
found,  which  is  equal  to  18  per  cent.  Nearly  all  the 
defects  in  these  fittings  have  Ijeen  found,  where  only  light 
metal  soil-pipes  and  ventilating  shafts  have  been  fixed — in 
other  words,  where  the  joints  have  been  made  with  putty, 
defects  have  been  noticed.  This  has  not  been  apparent 
where  heavy  metal  pipes  have  been  used,  and  the  joints 
made  with  molten  lead  and  spun  yarn.  Whilst  I  believe  we 
liave  no  power  to  require  heavy  metal  soil  pipes  and  venti- 


kiting  shafts  to  be  used,  yet  a  recommendation  to  the  various 
Iniilders  from  this  Council  would,  I  feel  sure,  have  the 
desired  effect.

From  the  above  it  will  be  noticed  that  52  samples  of 
food  and  drugs,  and  one  of  water,  have,  during  the  year  under 
review,  been  submitted  to  the  Countv  Analyst.  (5f  tlie 
samples  submitted  two  were  found  to  be  of  a  poor,  or  of 
doubtful  character,  three  were  found  to  be  adulterated, 
viz.,  two  of  new  milk  and  one  of  coffee. 

In  two  instances  the  persons  were  cautioned  by  the  (diair- 
man,  and  on  their  agreeing  to  pay  all  costs  proceedings 
were  stayed  ;  in  the  remaining  case  a  summons  was  issued, 
which  at  the  date  of  hearing  (after  a  friendly  conference 


between  the  solicitors  engaged  in  the  case)  was  withdrawn 
on  the  defendant  agreeing  tO'  pay  all  costs. 

As  seen  from  the  above  statement  the  eight  samples  of 
beer  submitted  were  all  declared  genuine. 


SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS. 

On  page  38  is  given  a  table  showing  numi)er  of  observa¬ 
tions  taken  during  the  year,  the  names  of  the  firms,  and  the 
number  of  boilers  working. 

One  hundred  and  forty-seven  observations  of  sixty 
minutes  each  have  been  made  of  chimneys  within  your 
District,  which  does  not  come  within  the  exemption  of 
Section  91  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  nor  yet  under 
Section  334  of  that  Act. 

During  the  year  the  time  (four  minutes  in  the  hour)  limit 
fixed  by  the  Council  has  been  exceeded  26  times.  For 
the  abatement  of  smoke  nuisances  16  notices,  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  have  been  served  upon  the  owners 
or  occupiers.  Legal  proceedings  have  been  taken  in  six 
instances,  and  four  of  the  exceeded  cases  were  dealt  with 
without  proceedings.  In  four  instances  the  magistrates 
made  an  order  with  costs,  in  one  instance  costs  were 
imposed  without  order,  and  in  another  the  defendant  was 
fined  40s.  and  costs,  an  order  to  abate  having  been 
previously  obtained. 

Much  better  attention  is  given  now  than  in  former  years 
to  the  abatement  of  nuisances  arising  from  the  emission 
of  black  smoke  from  chimneys  other  than  those  of  private 
dwelling  houses.

CLEANSING  DEPARTMENT. 
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The  above  tabulated  statement  gives  the  cost  of  collecting 
and  removing  the  nightsoil  and  ashes  during  the  year 
under  review.  It  will  be  seen  that  9,383  loads  have  been 
dealt  with,  as  against  10,744  last  year,  but  I  would  respect- 
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fully  remind  your  Committee  that  owing  to  the  incorrect 
returns  furnished  to  me  by  the  late  nightsoil  foreman 
during  1899  it  is  not  adAusable  to  make  a  comparison  of 
the  year  1900  Avith  the  preceding  one. 

The  erection  of  dwelling  houses  in  Trafford  Park  still 
continues,  but  up  to  the  present  I  haA’e  been  able  to  satis¬ 
factorily  deal  Avith  the  domestic  refuse  therefrom  without 
any  increased  staff,  but  OAving  to^  the  large  number  of  newly- 
erected  houses  in  Stretford  Ward,  and  the  continued  groAvth 
of  the  Talbot  Ward,  I  am  afraid  I  cannot  hope  to  do  so 
without  a  further  addition  to  the  Cleansing  Department 
in  the  near  future.

During  the  past  year  I  have  kept  to  the  Block  System 
(initiated  in  1899)  for  the  removal  of  nightsoil  and  other 
domestic  refuse,  and  if  a  comparison  be  made  of  the  above 
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statement,  with  those  oi  previous  years,  it  will,  I  venture 
to  think,  be  favourably  received. 

Three  hundred  and  forty-three  applications  from  rate¬ 
payers  have  been  received  for  attention  to  their  refuse 
conveniences  during  1900,  as  against  816  during  1899. 
Of  the  343  applications  a  good  portion  of  them  are  from 
houses  and  workshops  where  the  nightsoilmen  have  not 
free  access  or  where  attention  is  to  be  given  only  when 
required  in  writing, 

I  feel  sure  that,  the  Council  will  be  glad  to  know  that 
in  1891  there  were  in  the  District  4,418  houses  (no 
mention  is  made  of  works),  and  during  that  year  5,352 
applications  were  made  for  the  removal  of  domestic  refuse, 
etc.  Yet  I  find  that  in  the  middle  of  the  year  1900  there 
were  6,200  houses  within  the  Councirs  jurisdiction,  equal 
to  an  increase  of  40J  per  cent,  yet  the  applications  are 
only  343,  or  5,009  less  than  in  1891.

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The  year  1899  was  the  first  complete  one  during  which 
the  Block  System  of  cleansing  refuse  receptacles,  etc.,  had 
been  in  operation.  That  year  showed  16,792  receptacles 
had  been  emptied  more  than  in  1898,  and  the  applications 
reduced  from  2,095  to  816. 

During  the  year  under  consideration  108,943  ashpits  and 
refuse  receptacles  have  been  emptied,  being  an  increase 
over  the  year  1899  of  20,753  receptacles. 

The  different  types  of  sanitary  conveniences  have  on 
the  average  been  emptied  as  follows: — ^Wet  ashpits,  9 
times  per  year;  dry  ashpits,  12  times  per  year;  and  the 
moveable  galvanised  dust  bins  have  been  emptied  weekly. 

The  table  on  page  43  was  asked  for  by  your  Committee,  mid 
from  which  you  will  observe  the  number  of  different  recep¬ 
tacles  emptied  in  each  Ward.  I  only  commenced  to  separate 
the  Wards  in  August  last;  it  is  therefore  impossible  to 
give  a  correct  statement  for  the  year  now  being  reported 
upon,  but  I  hope  to  do  so  in  subsequent  annual  reports.

The  deposit  of  the  whole  of  the  e'xcremental  portion 
of  the  refuse  from  wet  ashpits  in  the  Old  TFafford  portion 
of  your  District,  oh  land  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  John 
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Stott,  greatly  facilitates  the  duty  of  the  Cleansing’ 
De})artiiient.  If  Ave  had  not  this  tip  it  Avould  be  iiecessary 
to  cart  such  refuse  to^  the  Aullage. 

In.  1897  there  Avere  tipped  at  Firs  Farm  1,525  loads  of 
nightsoil ;  this  year  505  loads  only  liaA^e  been  there 
deposited.  This  falling  off  is  accounted  for  by  the  con- 
Amrsion  of  Avet  privies  into  Avater  closets. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-tAvo  loads  of  nightsoil  have  been 
sold  this  year,  as  against  182  for  the  preAuous  year. 

By  leaving  out  the  column  marked  thus  *,  this  table 
can  be  balanced,  as  it  is  contained  in  the  one  under  the 
headino-  of  Nightsoil.

The  above  statement  shoAvs  Avhere  the  refuse  has  been 
tipped  during  the  past  year.  The  four  chief  tips  are  Mr. 
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Stott’s,  Mr.  Lowe’s,  Mr.  Hancock’s,  and  the  Refuse 
Destmctor. 

Mr.  Lowe’s  tip  is  in  fairly  o’ood  order,  but  I  would 
respectfully  draw  your  attention  to  the  necessity  in  the 
near  future  to  remove  the  soil  from  the  tip  bottom  to  the 
top,  but  before  this  can  be  done  it  will  be  necessary  to  fence 
off  the  head  of  the  tip,  and  in  order  to  do  this  about  66 
stakes  or  posts  will  be  required,  and  also  some  fencing 
wire,  the  most  suitable  would,  I  think,  be  signal  wire,  which 
may  be  obtained  from  the  Cheshire  Lines  Committee, 
Warrington.

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Destructor  has 
done  its  work  very  well  during-  the  past  year,  and  from 
the  above  statement  an  increased  average  is  shown. 

Not  having  a  weighing  machine,  I  have  taken  the  average 
of  26  cwts.  for  each  load,  which  is  equal  to'  6,386  tons,  or 
an  average  of  9  tons  destroyed  per  cell  during  each  12 
working  hours.  In  addition  to  the  above,  greengrocers 
and  lishdealers’  refuse  has  been  dealt  with,  and  this  trade 
refuse  I  compute  to  be  about  70  tons  j^er  annimi,  and  for  this 
privilege  those  tradesmen  are  no  doubt  very  grateful,  as  the 
disposal  of  this  class  of  trade  refuse  had  liecome  very  difficult.

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  842  loads  of  clinkers 
and  flue  dust  have  been  removed  by  our  own  carts  during 
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the  year  to  various  tips.  In  addition  to  the  above  private 
contractors  have  carted  away  a  good  number  of  loads. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  removed,  along  with  various 
contractors,  some  40  to  oO  loads  of  brickbats,  etc.,  which 
have  been  found  in  the  ashpits. 

In  domestic  refuse  an  increasing  quantity  of  empty  tins 
are  found ;  these  are  carted  to  the  Sanitary  Depot,  but 
not  passed  through  the  Destructor,  and  in  order  to  keep 
the  yard  clear  of  these  tins,  etc.,  it  is  necessary  to  cart  a 
very  large  load  of  them  to  Mr.  Lowe’s  tip  once  per  week. 
I  have  tried  to  lind  a  market  for  them,  but  up  to  the 
present  have  not  been  successful.

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Tliere  are  the  same  number  of  private  registered  slaughter 
houses  within  your  District  as  last  year,  and  to  those  154 
visits  have  been  paid  since  my  last  annual  report.  In  one 
instance  only  has  it  been  necessary  to  serve  notice  upon  the 
occupier  to^  cany  out  repairs,  which,  owing  to  a  firei  on  the 
premises,  have  not  been  carried  out ;  however,  the  occupiei' 
has  promised  to  clo'  so  before  the  next  annual  inspection. 
In  respect  of  the  other  slaughter  houses  no  breach  of 
regulations  have  been  obseived. 

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  number 
of  cattle  slaughtered  at  the  Manchester  Corporation  Lairages, 
Mode  Wheel,  is  more  by  5,26(1  head  of  cattle  than  during 
1899,  but  only  an  increase  of  20  sheep. 

During  the  year  five  carcases  of  beef  and  five  of  sheep, 
too-ether  with  121  sundrv  diseased  organs  have  been  con- 
demned  and  destroved,  the  same  l^eing  unfit  for  food, 
weighing  about  2,100  lbs. 

I  may  add  that  if  I  have  any  doubt  in  passing  any  carcase 
of  beef  I  always  call  in  your  Medical  (Officer  of  Health,  and 
act  upon  his  instructions,  and  up  to  the  present  no  difficulty 
has  been  experienced.

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HACK^KY  CAlllUAGE  DEPAR™p:NT. 
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From  the  above  statement  it  will  be  noticed  that  there 
has  been  285  h'ss  licenses  s^ranted  during  1900  than  in 
the  previous  year.  Every  class  of  license  shows  a  falling 
off,  except  Game  and  Hackney  Coach  licenses. 
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The  revenue  received  this  year  amounts  to  £105  18s.  6d., 
as  against  £194  3s.  6d.  for  1899 — a,  decrease  of  £88  5s.  Od. 

The  work  during  the  sumnier  months  devolving  upon 
this  Department  has  been  very  trying,  and  it  is  especially 
so  during  Whit-week,  August,  and  when  the  Yorkshire 
and  Surrey  cricket  matches  are  played. 

The  badges  have  now  Iteen  in  use  two  seasons,  and  have 
proved  very  useful :  but  in  the  absence  of  satisfactory  bye¬ 
laws  a  proper  control  over  them  cannot  be  exercised. 

During  the  licensing  period  of  1899  618  badges  Avere 
issued.  These  expired  on  April  1st,  1900,  and  ought  to  have 
been  at  once  exchanged  for  the  current  one  in  use;  but 
at  the  end  of  October  last  97  badges  had  not  been  returned, 
and  at  the  present  time  there  are  27  still  out,  Avhich  may 
be  used  after  April  1st  next,  though  no  license  beajing 
that  number  of  badge  has  been  issued. 

I  have  Avritten  to  scA^eral  avIio  haAm  these  badges,  but  no 
notice  is  taken  thereof,  because,  as  they  say,  “You  haA^e  not 
furnished  me  AAuth  a  copy  of  your  bye-hiAvs  ;  hoAv  am  I  to 
knoAv  Avhen  to  return  mv  badge  ?  ” 

Every  hackney  coach  license  issued  expires  on  the  1st  of 
April  folloAving  date  of  issue,  and  it  has  been  the  custom 
of  this  Department  (in  addition  to  advertising)  toAvrite  each 
}Droprietor  of  an  omnibus  licensed  in  this  District,  request¬ 
ing  him  to  say  Avhat  number  of  A^ehicles  (if  any)  he  Avill 
require  to  be  licensed  for  the  coming  year ;  and  in  the  case 
of  the  Manchester  Carriage  and  TramAvay  Company  I  have 
addressed  a  circular  letter,  Avith  blank  sheet  to  each  of  the 
lAranch  managers,  requesting  them  to  say  hoAv  many 
omnibuses  and  tramcars  they  propose  to'  re-license  during 
the  forthcoming  season,  together  Avith  the  names  and 
addresses  of  the  conductors  and  drivers.  When  this  infor¬ 
mation  has  been  received  I  have  made  out'  the  requirecl 
licenses  and  forAvarded  them,  together  Avith  an  account'  of 
the  charges,  tO'  the  Amrious  managersi.  I  could  not  do  this 
with  private  owners. 
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I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  in  future  the  advertise- 
merit  requiring  proprietors  and  others  to  obtain  their 
licenses  be  considered  suflficient  notice,  and  that  each  con¬ 
ductor  and  driver  apply  personally  for  his  license  at  these 
offices  within  twenty-one  days  after  April  1st  each  year, 
and  to  return  his  previous  badge  (if  he  is  holding  one) 
before  another  is  granted  him. 

I  herein  desire  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  rendered 
to  your  officials  by  the  County  Police  in  the  regulation  of 
the  traffic,  and  in  otherwise  keeping  the  conductors  and 
drivers  in  order. 


HEALTH  DEPAKTMENT. 

During  the  year  under  review  202  notices  have  been  served 
for  the  abatement  of  various  nuisances,  and  in  the  execution 
of  the  work  required  to  put  the  premises  therein  referred 
to  in  a  sanitary  condition  I  compute  that  1,500  re-visits 
have  been  necessarv.  Three  hundred  and  seventeen  houses, 
schools,  workshops,  etc.,  have  been  dealt  with  by  the  above 
notices,  and  whilst  requiring  compliance  therewith,  I  am 
pleased  to  say  no  friction  has  arisen  between  the  owners 
and  your  officials,  except  in  one  instance. 

Intercepting  traps  have  been  fixed  between  the  outlet 
from  the  house  and  the  main  sewer  in  21:  instances,  and 
at  the  head  of  27  drains  a  4  inch  veiitilating  shaft  has  been 
erected,  thus  securing  (with  the  fresh  air  inlet  of  the  traj)) 
a  circulation  of  air  through  the  drain,  and  the  removal  of 
any  foul  gas  which  might  generate  therein.  These  shafts 
are  carried  up  to  at  least  2  feet  above  the  eaves,  and  [iway 
from  dormer  windows. 

Much  useful  work  has  been  done  iiL  re[)]acing'  brick 
cellar  floors  (especially  in  washing  cellars)  with  flags  or 
concrete,  and  the  removal  of  stagnant  water  from  back 
vards  and  basements. 

u 
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From  time  to  time  during  the  year  the  Chairman  of 
the  Sanitary  Committee,  Mr.  Councillor  T.  Robinson, 
has  interviewed  various  property  owners  with  a 
view  to  the  abolition  of  the  foul  privies  and  ashpits,  and 
the  substitution  of  water  closets  and  dry-ash  receptacles, 
and  in  this  respect  I  think  satisfactory  progress  has  been 
made.  If  reference  be  made  to  the  summary,  it  will 
be  found  that  133  foul  privies  have  been  replaced 
with  124  water  closets,  and  80  wet  ashpits  have  been 
replaced  with  galvanised  dustbins  and  dry  ashplaces. 

Your  Committee  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  during 
the  year  just  entered  upon  the  work  of  converting  these 
foul  and  offensive  receptaclesi  into  water-olosets  will  be 
maintained.  It  has  been  noticed  that  where  these  foul 
privies  have  been  replaced  by  the  water-carriage  system  a 
decided  improvement  in  the  health  of  the  neighbourhood 
has  taken  place.  This  has  been  particularly  apparent 
in  Cornbrook. 


Cow  Sheds,  Dairies,  and  Milk  Shops. 

The  register  shows  that  in  your  District  there  are  16 
cowkeepers,  occupying  24  cow  sheds ;  also  on  the  same 
register  there  are  70  milk  shops.  During  the  past  year 
the  cow  sheds  have  received  special  attention,  with  a  result 
that  they  are  fairly  well  lighted,  well  drained,  and  sufficiently 
ventilated,  and  that  they  have  all  (except  three)  concrete 
or  flagged  floors.  It  may  be  claimed  that  the  cowsheds 
in  your  District  will  bear  comparison  with  any  in  the 
Co'unty. 

Three  hundred  and  ninei  visits  have  during  the  year  been 
made  tO'  cowsheds,  dairies,  and  milkshopsi.  Of  five  cow¬ 
sheds  which  did  not  comply  with  your  requirements,  two 
have  been  demolished,  one  is  nn  longer  used  as  a.  cowshed, 
and  two  have  been  structui'ally  altered  to  comply  with 
your  byei-laws. 
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Those  cowsheds  with  defeotdYe  brick  floors  will,  I  trust, 
be  dealt  with  during  the  year  1901. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Acts,  1878  to  1896. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

To  the  various  bakehouses  118  visits  have  been  made 
since  my  last  Annual  Report.  In  consequence  of  these 
visits  eight  notices  to  cleanse  the  premises  and  sanitary 
conveniences  have  been  necessary,  and  in  each  case  the 
occupier  carried  out  the  requirements  of  such  notice.  I 
may  add  that  there  are  several  cellar  bakehouses  in  this 
District,  to  which  I  hope  to  give  ahtemtion  during  the 
ensuing  year. 

LAUNDRIES. 

There  are  nine  laundries  within  your  District,  and  to 
these  18  visits  have  been  made  during  the  year,  and  notice 
has  been  served  upon  the  occupier  of  one  of  these  work¬ 
shops  to  provide  for  the  proper  drainage  of  the  wash  cellar 
and  the  ventilation  thereof,  and  in  one  case  it  was  found 
the  water  closet  had  not  a  sufficient  flush  thereto.  This 
has  now  been  provided. 

DRESSMAKING  AND  MILLINERS. 

Thirty-two  visits  have  been  made  to  places  where  the 
above  business  is  carried  on.  In  on©  insitanc©  (a  millin©r^s 
shop)  I  found  the  workshop  overcrowded.  Notice  was 
at  once  served  upon  the  occupier,  with  the  result  that  the 
premises  were  enlarged  and  a  sufficient  cubic  space  thereby 
provided. 

Th©  other  places  have  generally  been  found  clean  and 
fairly  comfortable. 

BOX  MAKERS,  CONFECTIONERY  WORKS,  AND  FACTORIES. 

During  the  year  28  visits  have  been  made  to  the  above, 
and  several  notices  served  for  sanitary  improvements, 
which  in  each  case  liave  been  carried  out.  In  addition  to 
the  inspections  made  by  your  officials,  these  premises  were 
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visited  by  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories,  and  several  notices 
have  been  served  upon  the  occupiers  for  the  abatement  of 
several  nuisances  (noticed  by  the  Factory  Inspector),  which 
have  been  attended  to  and  supervised  by  your  Sanitaiy 
staff. 

MAGISTERIAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

For  the  enforcement  of  the  202  notices  served  during  the 
year  it  has  only  been  necessary  to  appeal  to  the  Magistrates 
in  seven  instances,  in  six  of  which  proceedings  were  taken 
under  the  smoke  clauses  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875, 
and  in  one  case  under  Section  36  of  that.  Act;  in  each 
instance  a  favourable  decision  was  obtained. 

Prcceedings  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875,  have 
been  taken  against  two  persons  for  the  adulteration  of 
milk  with  added  water.  Each  ease  was  settled  on  the 
defendant  paying  all  costs. 

Under  the  Towns  Police  Clauses  Acts,  1847,  35  persons 
have  been  before  the  Magistrates,  and  in  each  case  a  con¬ 
viction  obtained. 

One  person  has  been  proceeded  against  for  neglecting  to 
comply  with  the  Regulations  relating  to  Dairies,  Cow 
Sheds,  and  Milk  Shops,  which  are  in  force  within  this 
District.  The  Magistrates,  after  hearing  the  case,  made 
an  order  to  comply  with  the  notice  served  upon  the 
defendant..  Thi®  has  been  done. 

Trusting  the  suggestions  herein  contained  may  receive 
your  favourable  consideration,
